In Boston a few days ago thirty tons of vegetables—string 


beans, carrots and tomatoes—were condemned by the health 
officials and taken out into the harbor and sunk. The vege- 
tables had become unfit for use, and tlie explanation was thai 
they had been 'too long in the cars. They had been consigned 
to Boston dealers from southern and western points and the 
refrigerator cars'tiad been delayed by the much-talkcd-of 
"traffic congestion" until the ice had melted and the vege- 
tables were in such a condition tha't they could not be used 
with safety to health. They were conscflucnlly consigned to 
the bottom of Boston harbor.

But the incident makes unpleasant,"Reading nevertheless. 


Government officials, economists, an^jthe newspapers are 
shouting for production and conservation as means of bring- 
ing down Ihe cost of living. This program was proposed long 
ago and its advocates are still vociferous, and et at such a time 
carelessness, or something worse, results in tlie loss of thirty 


"tons of vegetables at one stroke in one city alone,

...^fl'ylay ni' transportation and the conscx]uent loss were unavoid- 


• •V«T able, but it looks very much as if there was mismanagement 


•somewhere. The shippers of this food stuff arranged for its 
safe transportation,'provided it had been kept moving, but 
even refrigerator cars when loaded with perishables cannot be 
safely sidetracked for any length of lime,'and il is the business 
of railroad or other officials to sec tha't they arc nol. In the 
case of this grievous loss an earnest effort should be made to 
place Ihe blame where it belongs. 


At a time when food stuffs of all kinds are as costly as they 


are now nothing calablc should needlessly be lurned into food 
for fishes. There have been limes'in Ihc past when it 
was 


charged that dealers in perishable foods allowed them (o spoil 
or look them out and dumped I hem wilhoul wailing until they 
were unlit for use, in order lo bolster glullcd markc'ls, but it 
hardly seems possible lhal present condilions in any American 
cily would warrant such a course, granting that 
there arc 


dealers unprincipled enough to such a step as a means of keep- 
ing up prices. 


Production and conscrvalioij there must be to bring the 


cost of living to a more reasonable level, and it is to be hoped 
that il may be long before the public.is regaled with another 
such'story as thls'from Boston. The sinking of thai thirty tons 
of vegetables means a heavy loss lo somebody, and il means a 
loss to the public, for which there is no surplus of things for 
Ihe (able. And with as much machinery as (here is for (he pro- 
led ion of consumers, the people have"a right lo ask whal il is 
doing when prices of vegetables are such as Ihey are now, and 
when they read thai thirty Ions have been allowed to spoil in 
transit and taken out and dumped in the harbor of a city in 
which there are undoubtedly thousands of people who are far 
from overstocked with (he products of field and garden.
